Amendments to the Specification 

Paragi-aphs [0001], [0007], [0014] aiid [00104] have been amended to correct mi- 
nor transcription or spelling eixors. 

Amendments Made to Address 35 U.S,C, 112 Issues 

Claims 15 and 30, wliich were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 as being indefinite 
for the reasons pointed out by the Examiner, have been amended to address the rejection. 

Other Claim Amendments 

Claims 1 and 16 have been amended to positively recite that the microorganisms 
are mobilized by contact with water. Support for this amendment is found tliroughout the 
specification as originally filed. For example, see the last two sentences of paragraph 
[0024], paragraphs [0026] and [0069], and the last sentences of paragraphs [0073], [0094] 
and [0099], 

Other claims, such as claims 4, 5 and 6, have been amended merely to eliminate 
superfluous words and to use clearer or more dii*ect language without intending any 
change whatsoever m the scope of the .claims. In claim 36 a speUing error was coixected. 

Claims 7 and 24 lacked an antecedent basis for the term "microorganism consor- 
tiimi" and these claims have been amended to correct that defect.
